FOUND DEAD, 


Fritz Reineke, an Old Newspaper Carrier, 
Suicides in His Room, 


About 10:20 o’clock this morning a young 
man giving his name as Geo. Jedel rushed in- 
to the Chestnut street station with the infor- 
mation that a man bad committed suicide at 
Third and Pine streets. Officer McCarty was 
detailed on the case and accompanied Jedel 
to room 28 on the fourth floor of the building 
atthe north-west corner of Thirdand Pine 


streets. 

The door was found to be locked. Thetwo 
finaily procured a chair and climbed over the 
transom. Stretched out on the bed lay the 
body of Fritz Reineke, an old German news- 
paper carrier, who had long made the room 
his headquarters.

Public Administrator, another to the voung 
man Leo Jedel, while the third was simply 
labeled ‘‘bills.’’ A gold watch and chain and 
a pocket book containing $16 were found in 
his pockets. 

Reineke was last seen yesterday about 
noon. He wasemployed as a carrier on a 
morning newspaper. Of tate he has been 
sick and was confined to his 
room _—ithe greater part of his time. 
He became despondent, but was never heard 
to threaten violence to his person. He wasa 
single man, 60 years of age, and has a brother 
at 1230 North Thirteenth street. The body has 
been taken to the Morgue. An inquest will 
be held at the Coroner’s office to-morrow 
morning.

BREACH OF PROMISE, 


MRS. SALINA PACKER’S DAMAGE 8UIT 
AGAINST WM. WINKLER ON TRIAL- 


He Did Not Ask Her to Be His Wife, but 
Made All Arrangements to Marry Her 
and Then Backed Out, She Claitms—

The first breach of promise damage suit 
tried in the Circuit Court for many months 
was aired before a jury in.

SUSPENDED THE PASTOR, 


Rev, Mr. Eyrich Sinned by Getting a Di- 


vorce and Remarrying. 


By Telegraph to the PO&ST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, April 30.—The congregation of 
Bt. Matthew’s German Lutheran Church held 
a secret meeting on Monday night and passed 
a resolution suspending the pastor, Peter E. 
Eyrich. The preamble declared that Mr. 
Eyrich had scandalized the church, first, by 
getting a divorce from his wife, who deserted 
him, and, second, by remarrying. Mr. 


Eyrich is about 50 years old. His first wife 
was a young woman, the Caughterof a 
Brooklyn merchant. They lIived together 
about a year. One morning the wife disap- 
peared leaying behind a note stating that she 
recognized ner unfitness to be a minister’s 
wife and for that reason she went away and 
would never return. She wentto Brooglya. 
An effort was made to effect a reconciliation 
but it failed. Three yeare later the minister 
secured a divorce. The act createda gvod 
deal of talk then, but nothiug came of it. 
Mr. Eyrich married his second wife, a beauti- 
ful young woman many years his junior, in 
Troy severalmonths ago. The firat his con- 
gregation knew of his marrying was when he 
brought his wife to church with him on the 
Sunday afterthe wedding. Sincethen there 
has been turmoil in the church. A month after 
the marriage charges were perferred against 
the minister before the classis of which the 
church is a member, and an in- 
vestigation committee reported that in 
its opinion the pastor had done 
wrong, but not sufiiciently to affect his stand- 
ing asaminister. The report was unsatis- 
factory to the congregation of the charch and 
steps were taken to compel him to resign. 
The meeting on Monday night was attended 
by seventy or eighty members of the church, 
Pastor Petersen of the Jersey City Lutheran 
Church presided. Mr. Eyrich made a speech 
in which he said that according to his relig- 
ious belief he could not resign, for he had not 
sinned. He wanted to get away from the 
church, however, as much asthe people de- 
sired his reinoval. 

‘*if I have sinned,’’ he said, ‘‘you all have 
sinned with me, for as true brethren you 
oughttohave warned me beforel took the 
first step in divorce.’’

A FORGOTTEN WORTHY. 


HOW THE BATTERIES OF ‘ISLAND NO. 10 
WERE KUN BY ADMIRAL WALKE. 


True History of One of the Most Daring 
Exploits of the War—What the Pilot of 
the Carondelet Saw on April 4, 1862— 
Tardy Justice for a Naval Officer. 


Atthe Old Men’s Memorial Home,on Magno- 
lia and Grand avenues, there lives an old sea- 
man whose experiences during the rebellion 
were exciting inthe extreme, and who did no 
little service in opening the Mississippi from 
the source to Vicksburg. John Deming is now 
73 years of age, and in 1862 was in the prime of 
life. Heenlisted inthe gunboat flotilla that 
was brought Into existence by the genius of 
James 8. Eads for service on tke 
Western waters, and was appointed pilot 
of the Carondelet, one of the most 
formidable gunboats on the Mississippi, 
commanded by Oaptain, afterwards Admiral, 
Henry Walke, an officer whose fighting repu- 
tation was second to that of no naval officer 
on the river. 
A RESOLUTION 

has recently been introduced into the Senate 
providing for congressional thanks being 
tendered that officer for his services during 
the war,and Mr. Deming, in common with 
nearly all the old sailors who served under 
Walke, is exceedingly anxious that this tardy 
justice should be done his old commander, 
who is now on the retired list. Owing to his 
modesty and his disinclination to ad- 
vertise himself, Admiral Walke’s services 
in opening the Mississippi have not 
received the recognition that is due them. 
Those acquainted with the circumstances 
connected with the capture of Island No, 10 
are aware that no naval officer performed 
such service as Walke. He has memorial- 
ized Congress, asking not fora pension, but 
for proper recognition of the services per- 
formed by him. In this his old pilot and all 
the officers and seamen still living, who 
were under his command are heartily co- 
operating, butthe strict sense of diacipline 


prevalent among naval officers has pre- 
vented Admiral Walke from stating his serv- 
ices in as strong a light as they 
deserve. As records inthe War Department 
will prove, to Walke alone is due the fact 
that the navy was not greatiy discredited at 
the capture of Island No. 10.

A HOT CORRESPONDENCE 
ensued between the military and naval com- 
manders, Pope insisting on the risk being 
taken and Foote refusing to 
80. For A time operations were 
stopped, and as there was great 
necessity forthe presence of the troops in 
other quarters Gen. H. W. Halleck was 
about to order tne abandonment of the invest- 
ment of the isiand, when an idea occurred to 
Gen. Pope which ultimately ied to its capture. 
The gunboats, although assigned to the 
navy, were the property of the War Depart- 
ment, having been built at St. Louis by em- 
ploxes of the Engineer Bureau, and paid for 
y War Departmentfunds. Gen. Pope sent a 
dispatch to the Secretary of War asking bim 
to order two gunboats to be turned over to 
him, In this event he would man 
then with his own crews and send 
them past the batteries. News of this appil- 
cation was senttothe fleet and caused great 
commotion. A council of war was held upon 
Foote’s flagship, at which all the captains 
and thirty-seven newspaper correspondents, 
the enests of the flag officer, were present. 
Foote wae stillopposed to allowing the boats 
to attempt to run the batteries, and it seemed 
asif his views would prevail, when Capt. 
Walke arose. Ina speech, which will never 
be forgotten by those who heard it, 
he urged that he be allowed to make 
the attempt in the Carondelet. He felt confi- 
dent that he would be able to succeed, and 
portrayed in the strongest colors the dis- 
grace that would fall upon the navy if lands- 
minen were to accomplish a feat deemed too 
hazerdous by officers of that arm of the serv- 
ice. Foote stiil opposed him, but Waike 
agreed to take all risks himself, and finally 
with great reluctance the flag officer agreed to 
allow the attempt to be made. 


RUNNING THE BATTERIES. 

On the night of April 4, 1862, the Carondelet 
was ready for the attempt. The decks of the 
boat were covered with stout plank- 
ing, the wheel - house wound with 
a heavy hawser, chain cablos 
weatherboarded over were hung over the 
vital parts, and the bollers were protected by 
cordwood, Gen. Pope had, in anticipation of 
the passage, which he believed would be suc- 
cessful under the command of an officer of 
the daring and ability of Walke, sent a boat- 
load of men belonging to the Forty-second 
Lilinois to spike one of the most formidable 
batteries, and this desperate expedition had 
succeeded, Shortly after the moon had gone 
down, which took place at 10 o’clock, the 
Carondelet slipped her moorings and steamed 
down-stream. er guns were withdrawn, 
her closed, and a barge loaded with 
bales of hay lashed to her port side as an ad-

CONGRESSMAN TARSNrEY’s picture of the 
extravagance of pension legislation has 
received a touch of realistic coloring since 
his speech was delivered. Speaking as a 
soldier who served through the war and 
underwent ull the tortures of confinement 
in rebel prisons he denounced the offer of 
special pensions to prisoners as a premlum 
offered for surrender and desertion. On 
Tuesday the pension craze took the form 
of a vote of 127 for and 8&8 against 
a bill to grant an honorable dis- 
charge and a pension to WILLIAM Daw- 
SON, who had enlisted in the Confederate 
army to get out of prison, and had after- 
wards returned to the Union service. 
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Srx of the nine Justices of the Supreme 
Court have unitedin a decision reaffiirm- 
ing the old doctrine of that tribunal as to 
the right of importers to sell liquor in 
original packages, and declaring that 
only the subsequent traffic in the article 
is subject to State regulation.* The three 
Justices who dissented and contended for 
an enlargement of State jurisdiction to 
enable a State to prevent the importation 
of liquor were HARLAN, Gray and BREWER, 
all Republicans. The three Republican 
Justices who united with FULLER, FIELD 
and LaMARin the decision were MILLER, 
BRADLEY and BLATCHFORD. A majority 
of two to one, composed of the most dis- 
tinguished jurists of both parties, and: 
standing by the decisions\of their most 
illustrious predecessors, should settle the 
question forever. 
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A 8t. Louis manufacturing firm wrote 
to Congressman NIEDRINGHAUS complain- 
ing that its wares were excluded from 
Mexican markets by a Mexican tariff put 
on in retaliation for our tariff against 
Mexican fluxing ores. Commenting on 
the letter the New York Times took occa- 
sion tosay that Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS would 
probably support the McKinley tariff be- 
cause it gives increased protection to the 
enameled ironware which is manufac- 
tured by a combine composed of only two 
concerns, one of which is owned by the 
Niedringhaus brothers. Mr. NIEDRING- 
HAUS, however, has served written notice 
on McKINLEY that he will oppose 
the bill, because it increases the protec- 
tion on borax in a way to cost his 
enameled iron works $25,000a year. Mr. 
NIEDRINGHAUS does not seem to be excited 
about the effect of tariff legislation in 
preventing the growth of St. Louis trade 
with Mexico, but he is fully awake to the 
enormity of that sort of protection which 
taxes his materials.

Noble, who has been very busy for the past 
few days over applications and personal calis 
of the Oklahoma office seekers, will take a re- 
lief this evening.

Mr. McComas 
explained the provisions of his bill, saying 
that it proposed to make the election districts 
compact in form and as near as 
possible uniform in population. Un- 
til after the reapportionment based 
on the next census, the State Legislatures 
were to be stopped from changing the bound- 
aries of election districts, which were to re- 
main as they were when the ‘members of the 
present House were elected. Mr. McComas 
made a coustitutional argument to justify the 
proposed action by COomgress, finding 
warrant for it under the clause con- 
ferring on Oongress the power to 
prescribe the time, place and manner of elec- 
tions for Representatives. He referred to the 
action of the Maryland and Ohio Legislatures 
as indicative of the need for immediate action 
upon the subject. 
» The Secretary of the Interior has directed 
the Cherokee Commission to proceed to 
Guthrie, Oklahoma, ana from that point open 
negotiations with the Kickapoo, Kiowa, Sac, 
Fox and the other Indian tribes occupying the 
Territory immediately adjoining Oklahoma 
on the east, for the cessation to the United 
States of their surplus lands before resuming 
negotiations with the Cherokees. 

Mrs. Secretary Noble and her sister, Miss 
Halstead, will hold their last reception for the 
season this afternoon. At the President’s 
reception last evening Mrs. Noble wore a 
beautiful gown with a buttercup brocaded 
train and an accordion pleated petticoat 
draped with white embroidered mous-

It is pretty certain that a change will be 
effected in the river and harbor bill in the 
Senate which will be accorded by the House.

The Committee on Agriculture, to whom 
was referred the bill providing for an inspec- 
tion of meats for exportation and prohibiting 
the Importation of adulterated articles of 
food or drink, to-day submitted the following 
report: 

‘*‘Thata number of foreign Governments, 
notably France and Germany, bave made 
restrictions whiok prevent the importation of 
our pork products upon the allegations that 
they bring over there trichina. While we do 
not believe such allegation in fact, and while 
we can say we hav no knowledge, 
either directly or indirectly, of the 
existence of trichina in the pork 
product in this country, nevertheless we find 
that product resting under the ban of condem- 
nation, and _ therefore we believe it 
be our duty to use every 
in our ower to relieve it of such 
condemnation, which, when done, will 
add at least $50,000,000 to the meat exports of 
this country. ”’ 

The provisions of the bill require the in- 
spection of meats only when intended for ex- 
portation to countries the governments of 
which require such inspection, or whenever 
any buyer, seller or exporter shall request it.

The Ohio Balict-Box Forgery. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30.—The special 
House Committee on the Ohio Dbailot-box 
forgery assembled again this morning to take 
the testimony of Lewis A. Bode of Cincinnati. 


This witness testified that in the fall of 
1887 Wood had said that Jim Campbell was ar- 
ranging in Tom Campbell’s office a Dill in the 
interest of the ballot-box people, and that it 
would have the support of a number of ‘‘big 

uns.’’ Witness paid no attention to what 

eod said. He knew that a number 
of prominent people frequented Tom 
Campbell’s office. A man named McGrath, 
a burkeeper, had told witness that he hoped 
the committee would not summon him. This 
man had been connected with the ballot-box 
matter. This conversation took place four or 
five days after the committee began its in- 
vestigatiom MoGrath said thatat a gathering 
in a Vine street saloon Wood was present 
with a number of politicians, including 
Tdm Mulvahbill, and the ballot-box matter was 
discussed. Afterthe disclosure the witness 
assumed that Wood had acted as the tool of 
the party in making theforgery. This meet- 
ing was just before the publication 
of the forgery. In os conversa- 
tion with ood about a month ago, 
he had admitted to witness that he had at- 
tended the gathering. Witness was called 
here, he presumed, because he told Mr. Pryer 
that it was singular that Mr, Butterworth had 
said that be had not spoken with Tom Camp- 
bell for eight ears when he (wit- 
ness) had seen him in Campbell’s office 
in 1887, Wood was also in the room, but was 
not talking with Mr. Butterworth. A ballot- 
box wasonthe table. There were several 
other persons inthe room. Witness assumed 
that they were there to discuss the baliot- box 
matter. 

Mr. Grosvenor pressed him to tell upon 
what he based that cee ee ye and the wit- 
ness said that the men looked as if they were 
waiting to ‘‘get down to 
ret? J looked anxious. He was 
obliged to admit, however, that he 
did not have any knowledge upon the subject 
and his assumption was based upon Woods’ 
presence.

SHORT-HOUR MOVEMENT.

Summary ef Varions Attempts to Shorten 
the Hours of Labor. 


The short-hour movement in America began 
with the shipworkers in the early part of 
this century. On April 80, 1803, the New York 
society of Journeymen Shipwrights was 
chartered, and in 1806 the House Oarpenters’ 
Society was formed. Atthattime the hours 
of labor were from sunrise to sunset, the 
signal to commence work being given by one 


of the bosses who climbed to a lofty steeple 
and there watched forthe sun.

In 1866 four eight-hour bills 
were introduced into Oongress, but were sil 
smothered, but in 1867 Congressman Nibiock 
again introduced the eight-hour bill, which he 
pushed through and secured President John- 
son’s signature early in 1868. But although this 
bill was reinforced by several presidential 
proclamations the Government officials con- 


dead letter. Strikes of coal miners for the 
ede a day followed the passage of the 
Niblock bill, but all failed. The ciimax for 
this period camein 1872 when 100,000 men in 
New York city wentout on a demand for the 
eight-hour day. Their example was followed 
by all classes of laborers throughout the 
ene: but the effort resulted in a disastrous 
ailure. 

Meanwhile the National law relating to Gov- 
ernment employes had been only ftfully ob- 
served, andin the navy yards and arsenals 
was successfully evaded. It was. not until 
President Garfield’s administration that the 
law was really enforced. It is now generally 
obeyed. The workingmen who had, since the 
passage of the Niblock act in 1868, been com- 
pelled to work over the legal time claimed 
compensation, and a petition Is now before 
Congress to extend the statute of limitations 
s0 that these cases may be brought before the 
Court of Claims. 

Following the panio of 1878 strikes were nu- 
merous, but usually against areduction of 
wages. The question of hours of labor was 
beldin abeyance until 1877, when after the 

reat strike of that year the International 

bor Union of America made the “eight-hour 
day’’ the principal issue. Strikes tor more 
wages and fewer hours grew more and more 
frequent, culminating in the general uprising 
in 1886. Concessions were in many cases se- 
cured, the building trades of the Pacific coast 
ae forthe members of their union 72,44 
ours per week, from areduction to nine 
hours perday. Other ofthe bullding trades 
won concessions, in some places the hours 
being reduced to nine, in others to eight. 

The Cigar Makers International Union was 
the first body of organized wage-workers to

Supervisors to Inquire Inte the German 


Carp Industry. 


Maj. Eugene F. Weigel, the Supervisor of 
the Census, is at present engaged in the work 
of re-districting the oity on a basis of 1,500 
population to each enumeration district. This 
work is made necessary by the change in the 
+ census rules, which reduces the population of 
a district from 2,500 to 1,500 in order to shorten 
} the time of taking the census. 


Maj. Weigel aleo received a blank on which 
to return the record of the carp hatcheries. 
Fifteen years ago the Government imported 
German carp fur the purpose of lacreasing the 
food resources of the country and a bill was 
passed by Congress providing for an Inquiry 
to learn whether the investment made by the 
Government was profitable. The blank calle 
for a report from every hatcher, covering 
the fifteen years. The department inquires, 
too, into the manner of hatohing, whether 
in tanks or ponds, and whether any streams 
inthe neighborhood have been stocked by 
carp which have escaped from the ponds. The 
principal information asked for is an accurate 
estimate ofthe carp received, the amount of 
the hatching, the amount taken outand sold 
or used for food, and the estimated vaiue of 
what bas been used in this way and what re- 
mained on hand. 


THE KEMMLER CASE. .

After Four Months Delay, the Contractors 
Are Prepared te De the Work of Hiding 
Gas Lamps—The Current Will Be 
Switched On To-Night and the Lamps 
Will Burn—A Long Delay and the Cause 
of it—Where the Lighting Yower Is 
Generated—A Wonderful Soller House 
and 6moke Stack — Engine, Dynamos,

with the Missouri and the Laclede companies 

it will pay $30,786 for lighting the alleys of the 
eity—making a total of $149,231.95 for the light- 
ing of streets and alleys. 

Not until January 1, 1890, were the alleys of 
St. Louis lighted, and now that the electric 
street lamps are ready to burn, the city 
promises to be the most perfectly lighted of 
all the large cities in the country. 

The contracts for the lighting of streets, 
alleys and public buildings were let ayear 
ago and allthe lights were to be turned on 
January 1, 1890. The Municipal Co. was not 
ready on that dage. Its building was not com- 


plete. Its machinery was not inplace. Its 
wires were not all strung. 

The Board of Public Inrprovements censured 
the company and a fine of $1,000 per day 
would have been exacted for faildre to per- 
form their part of the contract, had not the 
Municipal Assembly made arrangements for 
a continuation of the illumination of the 
streets with gas, and obtained from the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly an extension of four months 
on their contract. 

The reason ofthis delay was the failure of 
the representatives of the company to realize 
atthe beginning the 

MAGNITUDE OF THEIR UNDERTAKING. 
Oonsiderable time was lostatthe commenc- 
ment of their work in securing the necessary 
money. Thenthe estimate of time of build- 
ing was too short. ne press for building se- 
lected was an abandoned and partially filled 
There was stone on two sides upon 
which to bulld the foundations, but upon two 
sides it was necessary to drive farge numbers 
of piles down to rock in ofder that substantial 
buildings might be erected.

Then the system of glass 
supports and tubes for the wires makes a 
fire there utterly impossible. Usually a wire 
house is the most dangerous piace abouta 
telegraph, telephone or electric light station, 
fires being of frequent occurrence. 

The buliding was constructed under the 
superintendence of J. R. 8. Nichols, who was 
the originator of many of the unique mechasi- ; 
cal devices and arrangement. James I. Ayer, 
the electricai superintendent, who is in 
charge of the plant, has introduced many 
bright ideas. esaidthis morning: ‘This 
is the best plant owned by any electric light 
company anywhere. It is a model plant. 
That is so because nowhere else has any com- 
pany started to construet a model piant for 
a large business. All other plants 

ve grown. Originally they were small, and 
t®en not perfectly arranged. The business of 
electric lighting has increased so rapidly that 
additions have been made constantly, and of 
necessity there have been many makeshifts. 
We designed our plant carefully and with an 
eye to future needs. We have not stuck to 
one system, but have adopted so far as 
it was possible the best features of each. We 
have hidden our wires in the building and 
conduct them through glass, the most perfect 
insulator, through and out of the building so 
that we have 

NO DANGER OF FIRE 

nor accidents. Our capacityis 20 per cent 
greaterthan our needs now, and we bave 
ample room for increase of capavity as that 
becomes necessary.’’ 

One of Mr. Ayer’s ideas is the red carts that 
are seen on the streets conveying the lamp 
tenders, their ladders andtools. Thirty of 
these carts are in use during the day; five will 
be in use at night to correct wire troubles, to 
go to fires and remove wires that are in the 
way of the Fire Department and to look after 
the lamps. The carts are being copied in 
other cities. 

The schedule of lighting provided for in the 
contract is as follows: streets must be lighted 
from torty-five minutes after sunset until 
thirty minutes before sunrise every day in the 
year.

COUNTERFEII ERs ARRESTED. 


Who Passed the Spurious $10 
Bills Caught in Chicago. 


District Attorney Reynolds thinks that the 
men, or at least one of the pair, who passed 
the $10 counterfeit bills of the Germania bank 
of New Orleans in St. Louis have been caught 
in Chicago. It was about two months ago that 
a pair of strange individuals arrived in the 
city and began buying atthe various stores 


whatever articles they needed for their 
use, for which they paid always in 
$10 bills, and they always managed to 
have no smaller change, though they usually 
made smali purchases. They came here for 
the purpose of unloading alotof $10 counter- 
feits. The bills were good imitations of the 
genuine bills of the Germania Bank, so good 
that the counterfeit was only detected by one 
slight defect which no one but an expert 
would notice. In one corner of the billisa 

icture of the Goddess of Liberty, and when it 
s examined through a giass the toes of the 
eae can be distinctly seen, each one 

rawn perfectiy. On the counterfeit they all 
run toxether, and this one defect is the only 
positive flaw which enables the authorities 
to pronounce the Dilispurious.

Reynolds found that bills of such a large de- 
nomination were being circulated here he 
took steps to stop it, and warned the banks to 
be on the lookoutforthem. The fact got out 
and the counterfeiters leftthe city. Sixof the 
bills were found here; how many more were 
passed, no one knows. Itwas notlong after 
these fellows left St. Louis before the bilis be- 
gan to appear in Chicago, and they have been 
turning up there in firet one 
store then another for some weeks. 
Two men who gave their names as Thompson 
and Faver were arrested yesterday, and 
District Attorney Ewing of Chicago wrote Mr. 
Keynolds, that from the confession of one of 
them, he was sure they were the men who 
passed the bills in St. Louis, or at least one of 
them was here. Mr. Reynolds hase sent on for 

hotographs of the men in order to have them 
dentified.

HAPPY MICHIGAN, 


The Last Delliar ef Her Bended Indebted- 
ness Wiped Oat Te-Day.

DETROIT, Mich., April 80.—To-day the State 
of Michigan wipes out every doilar of its 
bonded indebtedness by depositing in New 
York the sum necessary to cover the last 
inetallment of war bounty bonds issued dur- 
ing the closing years ofthe war and falling 
duethatday. The amount is only $229,000. 

There remains, however, a perpetual trust 


debt, on which interest will always be called 
for, amounting, according to the last official 
report, to $5,268,920 and which is likely to be 
ultimately swelled to the neighborhood of 
$6,000,000. This arises from the appropria- 
tions of lands madeat different periods for 
the last fifty vearsfor the benefit of primary 
schools, the Normal School, the State Univer- 
sity andthe Agricultural College. Tne bulk 
of these bonds have not been sold and when 
the last acre is disposed of the entire pro- 
ceéds, having been received and used by the 
State, will remain a perpetual debt for the 
benefit of those great educational interests,

T this season of

Often during these

The Commissioners of Lafayette Park 
exceeded their limit to the 
extent of $2,500; the House of Refuge manage- 
ment over $2,000, while other departments 
went from $50 to $500 over their allowances.

A Prominent Richmond Merchant Threnat- 
ens to Borsewhip Another Tradesman, 


Rr1cHMOND, Va.. April 80.—Considerable ex- 

citement was oceasioned onthe floor of the 
Tobacco Exchange yesterday when Mr. B. 
Taylor McCue, who appeared with a buggy 
whip in one hand and a gold-headed cane in 
the other, excitedly declared that he intended 
to horsewhip Mr. E. D. Christian.
